Fight- 
Ing which had been in progress during 
the day was seemingly dying away at 
tha,t hour, and although Wesel is un- 
der fire from artillery in the hands of 
the workers' army, the. troops had suc- 
ceeded in repelling all infantry attacks. 
Today's battle opened during the fore- 
noon, when government troops attacked 
workers' forces which had advanced to 
within a few hundred yards of the 
Wesel bridgehead. 
Moving rapidly to 
the onslaught the regulars drove the 
reds south across the Lippe river, and 
southeast out of Lippe Schloss. In the 
meantime government artillery opened 
fire on the workers' headquarters at

Working southward from Lippe 
Schloss and eastward from Lipperdorf, 
the regulars began a double flank at- 
tack which swept the reds back, they 
being forced to retreat under heavy 
artillery and machine gun fire.

With only 15 contested precincts re- 
maining to be recounted, the wets still 
retained a majority of 203 votes against 
ratification. Five wet votes were gained 
during the recount this forenoon. 


Commenting on the outlook, Charles 
Earhart, special commissioner, repre- 
senting the drys in the recount at noon 
today declared it is uniikely that the 
drys will reduce the wet majority. 
James A. White, state superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League said the drys 
have "not yet given up hope of a vic- 
torious ending." He declared the case 
was still in the courts and that it would 
be unwise for him to comment on the 
outcome of the court's action. 
The recount was started more than 
two months ago on application of dry 
leaders who charged irregularities and 
in some cases fraud on the part of elec- 
tion officials. A total of 819 precincts 
had been recounted up to noon today. 


What hope the drys still maintain of 
winning is said to be based upon fur- 
ther contest of certain precincts votes 
in Cleveland, Toledo and Lima. If the 
entire'vote in those precincts is thrown 
out by the court, the result, it was Said, 
would be a majority of three for rati- 
fication. 


Should such happen, it is expected the 
wets will press for a recount in the en- 
tire state and especialh- in the 30 pre- 
cincts in which they claim corrected re- 
sults will toe in their favor.

Many farmers n-ho have struggled 


along for years, v «:h long hours, haid 
work, and low prices, a is? fairly to^be 
congratulated 0,1 at last gaining their 
reward. But some of the gains have 
been made by speculators who have 
added nothing to resources. 


If prices of farm products, as the re 


suit of near bankruptcy in Europe, 
should now take a tumble, these new 
values may prove to have been mostlj 
on paper. 
However many authorities 


claim that land prices will stay nearly 
where they are in any case. 


High prices for land make it more 


difficult for the young man to get a 
start as a farmer, 
or for the farm 


renter to become an owner. The renter 
is more likely to exhaust tlse soil, and 
less likely to make permanent improve 
ments. 
Also higher prices for land 


must-be paid for by consumers of food 
products. Thus they tend to keep up 
the present level of living costs, which 
already are so badly inflated. Bankers 
are generally discouraging this specula- 
tion, which for the time seems to have 
died down, feeling that it has been too 
fast and furious to be healthful.

tisan Conspiracy Caused 
Defeat of Paris Pact— 
Wants Tax Law Read- 
justed. 


HEBRON 


March 
26.-»-Speakins 
last 
night before" the Iroquois club, a large 
Democratic organization of Illinois, on 
the subject "Good Faith in 
Govern 
tnent."governor James M. Cox of Ohio 
charged the defeat of the peace treaty 
to a senatorial partisan 
conspiracy. 


This is the first expression from a high 
DtWocr^tic .source since the 
treaty 


failed in the senate, and is of unusual 
interest, coming as it does from one of 
the leading- candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the presidency. 


Governor Cox emphatically pointed 


out the necessity of wiping away the 
things which came with the war. to re- 
establish a natural, economic status— 
among theserthe e«c*ss. -proflts'tax; 


xsorernoi*" Cox said: "I- merely seek 


to give point to the necessity now that 
the war is over, of junking the' most of 
our institutions devoted to war, and 
scaling efrvernihefftal machinery down 
to the very point of necessity and effi- 
ciency." 


In eliminating the excess profits tax 


and the abolition of the federal inherit- 
ance tax, which latter should be left 
to the states. Governor Cox recommend- 
ed a small tax on the volume of busi- 
ness which would neither tend to cre- 
ate excess^ e prices or be a burden- 
some matter of collection. 


Governor Co\ 
deprecated the hys- 


teria over ,«o called 
Bolshevism, 
and 


urged protection against 
running to 


any extreme. 
"If 
government is as 
sailed." he said, "its policy must not 
become vengeful. Our fathers in speci 
fying what human freedom was, and 
providing guarantees for its preserva- 
tion, recognized that among the neces- 
^ary precautions, was the protection of 
individual right against governmental 
abuses." 


"Public officers are the representa- 


tives of government, and they promote 
or diminish confidence in our institu- 
tions either by wsdom or by error> Nev- 
er before has there been such a press- 
ing necessity for plain good faith on the 
part of those in whose hands govern- 
mental power i<*. 


• The Senate is that part of the law- 


making branch which ratifies or rejects 
treaties, and upon that body will de- 
scend either condemnation or approval 
because its responsibility cannot easily 
be denied for the state of affairs world- 
\\ ide. 


"The league of Nations as a matter of 


public topic has resolved itself into a 
purely technical discussion and the pub- 
lic is sick and tired of it. \Ve have not 
free! a shot at a German battlement 
since November, 1918. and yet legallv 
we are at war. We have been almost 
as long trying to formally establish 
peace as we were in winning the war. 


"Charges and counter-charges have 


been made, but we easily recall the bad 
faith exhibited early in the controversy. 
A dissenting group of senators violated 
every precedent maintained throughout 
the years in an effort to vent personal 
spleen and political spite."
